class rule limits association of the first component product with the customizable 
product instance. 

(Currently amended) The computer implemented method of claim 1 further 
comprising: 

determining to associate [[a]] the first component product from th e sot of on e or moro 
compon e nt products with the customizable product instance if the customizable 
class rule allows association of the first component product with the customizable 
product instance; and 

associating the first component product with the customizable product instance. 

4. (Previously presented) The computer implemented method of claim 3 further comprising: 
determining whether to associate a second component product with the customizable 

product instance upon the associating the first component product if the 
customizable class rule requires association of the first component product with 
the second component product; and 
associating the second component product with the customizable product instance. 

5. (Currently amended) The computer implemented method of claim 1 wherein the 
providing [[a]] the set of on e or mor e component products [[includes]] comprises providing a 
user interface for each component product , wherein the user interface comprises a theme user 
interface, a control user interface, and a group user interface .

products class e s as th e customizabl e product instanc e ; 
providing a s e t of on e or mor e compon e nt products, th e s e t of on e or mor e compon e nt 

products associat e d with th e customizabl e product instanc e ; 
receiving a request to associate a first component product from [[the]] a set of on e or 

mor e component products with the customizable product instance; and 
determining whether to associate the first component product from th e s e t of on e or mor e 

compon e nt products with the customizable product instance based on [[a]] the 

pr e d e t e rmin e d s e t of customizable class rule, rul e s, th e customizabl e class rul e s 

associat e d with th e customizabl e product instanc e . 

9. (Currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 8 , the operations further 
comprising: 

determining not to associate the first component product from th e s e t of on e or mor e 

compon e nt products with the customizable product instance if the customizable 
class rule limits association of the first component product with the customizable 
product instance. 

10. (Currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 8 , the operations further 
comprising:

associating the first component product with the customizable product instance.

determining whether to associate a second component product to the customizable 
product instance upon the associating the first component product if the 
customizable class rule requires associating the first component product with the 
second component product; and 

associating the second component product with the customizable product instance. 

12. (Currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 8 wherein the providing 
[[a]] the set of on e or mor e component products [[includes]] comprises providing a user interface 
for each component product. 

13. (Currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 12 wherein the user 
interface [[includes]] comprises a theme [[UI]] user interface , a control [[UI]] user interface, and 
a group [[UI]] user interface . 

14. (Currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 8 wherein two or more 
component products from the set of on e or mor e component products are associated with the 
customizable product instance.

converting the customizable class rule from the natural language format into a low-level 

computer language. 

46. (New) The machine-readable medium of claim 8, wherein the customizable class rule 
comprises an expression relating to an attribute of a component product. 

47. (New) The machine-readable medium of claim 8, wherein the customizable class rule 
defines at least one relationship among the customizable product classes. 

48. (New) The computer implemented method of claim 15, wherein the receiving the 
customizable class rules comprise receiving the customizable class rules in a natural language 
format, the computer implemented method further comprising: 

converting the customizable class rules from the natural language format into a low-level 
computer language. 

49. (New) The computer implemented method of claim 15, wherein each customizable class 
rule comprises an expression relating to an attribute of a component product. 

50. (New) The computer implemented method of claim 24, wherein the receiving the 
customizable class rules comprises receiving the customizable class rules in a natural language 
format, the operations further comprising: 

converting the customizable class rules from the natural language format into a low-level 
computer language. 

5 1 . (New) The computer implemented method of claim 24, wherein each customizable class 
rule comprises an expression relating to an attribute of a component product. 
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52. (New) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein the processor is further configured to receive 
the customizable class rule in a natural language format, wherein the processor is further 
configured to: 

convert the customizable class rule from the natural language format into a low-level 
computer language. 

53. (New) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein the customizable class rule comprises an 
expression relating to an attribute of a component product, and the customizable class rule 
defines at least one relationship among the customizable product classes. 
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
